Thirty-three years ago 
be paused through this oonnty in 
command of an ezpe lition fitted ont 
by the Government to explore the 
country west of the Missouri river 
and ttnd a practicable route to Cali 
forai*. which at that time was a pro 
vinos of Mexico. He visited Pyramid 
lake and is s*id to have scaled Fre 
mont Peak-a precipitous cliff of rocks 
in the lake, and for a long time the 
story waa told that his field glass bad 
been left on top of the peak by him 
This has lately been denied by parties 
who have climbed np tha dangerous 
rocks. He traversed all tbii country 
and finally picked oat the road to 
California which for a long time was 
the one generally u*eJ by emigrants. 
He camped on Trnckee meadows for 
•omeiiuie in order to recuperate bis 
forces before climbing the Sierras. 
After a great deal of hard labor and 
deprivation be succeeded in getting 
to California. While there war was 
declared between tha United States 
and Mexico, and he, with the men of 
his command, participate in the 
campaign. In 1856 the Republican 
pa'ty. then in its infancy, Dominated 
him for President on a free soil plat* 
form, but be was defeated by Bu- 
chanan. He participated in the late 
war and served as General of volnn 
teers along the Mississippi in the 
vicinity of St. Louis, Missouri. Sub 
sequently he appeared as ona of the 
principal promoters of a railroad 
through Texas, which though incor 
poratad, and subsidized by the Gov 
eminent, was never bnilt. He has of 
late met with reverses in fortnne, and 
was appointed Governor of Arizona 
at the instance of personal and polit 
ioal friend*, who thought that a man 
of snob note onght to be provided for 
in his old age. "The great path find- 
er" as he wag styled when mooing 
for President twenty-three year* ago, 
though at least sixty years of age, 
looks well and vigorous, and is ao 
companied by bis wife and their son 
and daughter. Upon his arrival in 
San Francisco he was tendered a 
reception by the Pioneers.
